LATE NOTIFICATIONS 
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AWARD 


Shri Dhani Ram was in the service of M /s Modern Woollen Mills , G. T. Road , Kundli (Rohtak ). 
His services were terminated and this gave rise to an industrial dispute . Accordingly the Governor of 
Haryana, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (c) of sub -section (1) of section 10 of tbe Industrial 
Disputes Act, 1947 , referred the following dispute for adjudication to this Court --- vide notification No. ID / 
RK /181A - 70 /29817 , dated 23rd September, 1970 : 

“ Whether the termination of services of Shri Dhani Ram was justified and in order. j If not; to 

what relief is he entitled ? " 


On rccsipt of the reference usual notices were issued to the parties in rusponse to which a statereat 
of claim was filed on behalf of the workman and the management filed their written statement, The plead 
ings of the parties gave rise to the following issue: --- 

" Whether the termination of services of Shri Dhani Ram was justified and in order. If not; to 

what relief is be entitled ?!! 


The case was fixed for evidence for 4th January , 1971. On the date fixed nobody appearod on 
bchalf of the management. A lciter was received from Shri D. S. Rekhi, Labour Law Adviser , asking for 
an adjournment on the ground that he wanted to raise an objection regarding the validity of the constitution 
of this Court and the cas : iniy be fixed for: 7th January, 1971. The procedure adopted by Shri Rekhi for 
wanting to raise an objection and asking for an adjournment is not correct. If the management wanted to 
raise any objection then the only proper course open to them was to atfend on the date fixed for hearing and 
make au application for permission to amend their written statement. This course has not been adopted , It 
was, therefore, not possible to take any notice of the intimation received from Shri Rekhi asking for an 
adjournment. Shri Rekhi has also not filed any letter of authority on behalf of the management, 
and ncither anybody appeared on 7th January , 1971 on behalf of the management. 

The exparte evidence of the workman has been recorded . Shri Dhani Ram workman appeared 
as his own witness in support of his casc and also produced Shri Raghu Nath , Watchman , who 
corriborates his testimony . Shri Dhani Ram states that he joiued the respondent mills about year 
and a half or two years back at Rs. 100 per month aod on 13th May, 1970 the management 
terminated his services without indicating any reason . Shri Dhani Ram states that he received a 
letter dated 13th Miy , 1970 murkai Ex . W. 3 in which certain allegations were made. A reply copy Ex . W. I by 
registered cover was sent to the respondent and Ex . W.2 is the postal receipt. According to the workman the 
allegations made against him are not correct. Shri Raghu Nath , w.w.2 , Watchman , supports Shri Dhani Rani 
and says that his services were terminated without any reason and the management directed him (witness ) not 
to permit Shri Dhani Ram to coter the premises of the respondent mill . Since the management 
have not led any evidence in support of their plea there is no reason to disbelieve the sword testimony 
of the workman and I hold that the termination of thc services of the workman was not justi 
fied and he is entitled to be reinstated with continuity of service. The workman has also stated that 
ho has not been able to get any alternative employment. He is, therefore , entitled to get full back 
wages . I give my award accordingly. No Order as to costs.
